A decision has been made, subject 
only to presidential approval, to im­ 
pose mandatory allocation of propane 
and to ban switching from coal and 
other high-sulfur fuels to scarcer low- 
sulfur petroleum, a source said. 
Presidential proclamations on those 
two decisions are expected within a 
few days, a source said. 
John A. I/jve, director of the White 
House Energy Policy Office, the public 
and other sources in private have in­ 
dicated strongly that at least home- 
heating oil and probably diesel fuel 
would be brought under mandatory 
Resistance 


allocation. The remaining question 
seemed to be whether all petroleum 
fuels including gasoline must be con­ 
trolled. 
“Mandatory allocation” would apply 
only at the wholesale level and avoid 
direct rationing of fuel among con­ 
sumers.

The moratorium was imposed last 
July by the secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare after a Mont­ 
gomery County, Ala., man charged 
that his daughters, aged 12 and 14, had 
been permanently sterilized without 
his understanding of the procedure. 
The proposed regulations, published 
in the Federal Register Thursday, 
would provide federal protection of the 
rights of minors and the mentally in­ 
competent for the first time since 
federal support for sterilization 
programs began in the 1930s. 


Colum bus Firms H ired 


To Design System 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
officials announced Thursday 
two 
Columbus firms have been hired to 
design and implement a computerized 
Criminal Justice Information System. 
The $530,000 project was awarded to 
Applied Management Systems, Inc., 
and Battelle Columbus laboratories. 
The system will be used by Ohio’s 
law 
enforcement, 
judicial 
and 
correctional agencies. 
Most of the cost will be paid by the 
federal government. 


Dr. Carl Shultz, director of HEW’s 
Office of Population Affairs, said that 
only state laws have applied in the 
past, although federal rules require 
that sterilization must be voluntary 
and without coercion in most cir­ 
cumstances. 
The proposed regulations call for 
establishment of local committees to 
review and approve any sterilization of 
a minor or person believed to be in­ 
capable of giving informed consent, 
even if the girl’s parents or guardians 
give their permission. 
They also would require informed 
consent of each patient before 
sterilization, and prohibit any clinic 
receiving federal funds from per­ 
forming non-consent sterilization on 
the pretext that nonfederal funds were 
involved. 
In that regard, the regulations would 
be stiffer than the interim guidelines 
announced last July and published in 
August, Shultz said. 
An estimated 100,000 persons a year 
have been sterilized rn programs in­ 
volving federal funds, he said. Most of 
them have been poor, including many 
on welfare, Shultz said. 
The proposals would apply to all 
HEW programs under the Public 
Health Service and the Social and 
Rehabilitation Service. Similar rules 
for the Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children program cannot be put into 
effect before Nov. I because of a 
dispute with Congress over social 
services regulations, HEW said. 


Junta Bared 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - President 
Salvador Allende's widow says that 
underground resistance to the Chilean 
junta is mobilizing but “the resistance 
is going to be very hard.” 


Hortensia Bussi de Allende, who 
arrived in Mexico City Sunday, said 
that her husband’s political and labor 
allies as well as some opposition 
Christian Democrats of “good faith” 
chose to remain in Chile rather than 
form a government in exile. 


“Some were dead, some were 
arrested or went underground to 
organize the resistance movement,” 
she said in an interview. 
“I think our faith in peaceful 
revolution has been dealt a hard 
blow,” said the woman whose husband 
tried to swing Chile to socialism after 
his election as a minority president. 


She added, “We can start with 
peaceful elections, but there will have 
to be an armed, well organized 
people’s arm y.” 
Mrs. Allende denied reports from 
Santiago this week that her husband 
planned a coup of his own to establish a 
dictatorship. 
“Salvador 
always 
said, 
‘My 
government is one of transition to 
Socialism.’ He never thought of a 
Communist dictatorship,” she said. 
Asked about U.S. m ilitary in­ 
volvement in the coup, Mrs. Allende 
replied, “I am sure of one thing — of 
the great influence of the United State* 
on our armed forces.... Our armed 
forces were penetrated very much by 
the United States.” 
She added that the strikes that 
preceded the coup had U.S. financial 
support, “otherwise how could they 
resist so long without work?” Money to 
pay the striking truck owners “had to 
come from the United States,” she 
asserted. 
A State Department spokesman in 
Washington said allegations that the 
truckers’ strike had U.S. financing or 
any other kind of U.S. support were 
“absurd.” 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The U. S. 
Court of Appeals, having failed to 
obtain a compromise settlement of the 
White House tapes controversy, 
returns to the constitutional questions 
in the dispute. 
Special Watergate prosecutor Ar­ 
chibald Cox and the White House 
notified the court Thursday that their 
“sincere efforts” to reach an out-of- 
court settlement “were not fruitful.” 
The court had asked a week earlier 
that the attempt be made. 
If the search for a compromise 
failed, the court had said, “This court 
will discharge its duty of determining 
the controversy with the knowledge 
that it has not hesitated to explore the 
possibility of avoiding constitutional 
adjudication.” 


An appeals court decision is ex­ 
pected by Oct. I, when the Supreme 
Court returns from its summer recess. 
Whatever ruling comes from the 
appeals court is expected to be ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court 
In nearly identical letters, Cox and 
Charles Alan Wright, White House 
consultant for the tapes case, told the 
appeals court that they had failed to 
reach a compromise in three meetings 
this week. 
The court has before it appeals by 
both the President and Cox from U.S. 
District Court Judge John J. Sirica’s 
order that he be given the tapes to 
determine whether the President’s 
claim that they must be kept secret is 
valid.

Nixon, 
Agnew 
Hold M eeting 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Amid 
continuing rumors that Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew may be considering 
resigning, he and President Nixon held 
a lengthy private meeting Thursday 
afternoon. 


A White House spokesman said 
today that, “the President and the vice 
president both agreed there would be 
no report or discussion on the meet­ 
ing.” 
Further, the spokesman said, the 
two agreed that “there would be no 
discussion or comment on the various 
rumors and stories based on uniden­ 
tified sources.” This referred to the 
continuing reports, including one from 
a high Republican source, that there 
was a likelihood of Agnew’s resigning 
in the very near future. 
The President and Agnew held their 
hour-long meeting in the Executive 
Office Building. Deputy White House 
Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren 
said both had agreed “that no one on 
the White House staff or the vice 
president’s staff was authorized to 
discuss this m atter.” 
It was the first substantive face-to- 
face meeting between the two since 
Sept. I, when Nixon returned from a 
two-week stay in California and made 
a session with Agnew his first order of 
business in Washington. 


Astronomer Bob Hayward says that 
at its brightest, the comet could be IOO 
times more brilliant than the brightest 
star and its tail could extend in an arc 
60 degrees from earth’s horizon. 
Hayward said some scientific 
calculations indicate the comet is 
streaking toward the sun from some 
279 billion miles out in space. That’s 
beyond Pluto, the most distant known 
planet in our solar system. 
The comet’s eliptical orbit around 
the sun indicates it is part of the solar 
system . Astronomers predict the 
comet will not reappear for 50,000 
years if it remains within the sun’s 
gravitational pull. 
The comet, named for the West 
German astronomer who discovered 
it, will pass within 75 million miles of 
the earth. It will fly within 13.2 million 
miles of the sun on Dec. 28 and then 
head back into the far reaches of its 
orbit. 
Hundreds of comets are known to 
men but only a few have ever been 
bright enough to be perceived by the 
naked eye. Hailey’s Comet is one of the 
most well known. It is expected to 
swing into view in 1986 
Richard Williamon, a colleague of 
Hayward, says some astronomists 
believe that a swarm of comets 
surround the solar system, several 
trillion miles from earth. 
Comets are believed to be frozen 
gases 
and 
other 
m atter, 
said 
Williamon. The tails are formed as 
they vaporize on approach to the sun 
and the solar wind forces the vapor to 
stream out behind them, he said. 
Although the mass of the Kohoutek 
comet may only comprise about one- 
billionth that of the earth, the entire 
phenomenon from the head to the end 
of its fiery tail can cover millions of 
square miles and actually become the 
largest thing in the solar system.

London Citizens Take Bombings In Stride 


LONDON (AP) — On station black­ 
boards 
usually 
devoted 
to an­ 
nouncements of late train can­ 
cellations, sudden strikes and track 
repairs, British com m uters have 
grown accustomed to a more dire 
message; 
“POLICE WARNING: Letter and 
Parcel Bombs. Please 
take care 
opening your mail. If in doubt contact 
police. Do not touch anything that 
looks suspicious.” 
On mornings after a big bomb, like 
the one that went off Thursday at an 


army barracks in Chelsea, the warn­ 
ing is blared from loudspeaker trucks 
parked outside the main railroad 
stations and repeated every half hour 
on radio and television. 


Since the start Aug. 18 of the current 
spate of bombings, people whose job it 
is to sort the mail and look after pack­ 
ages have become understandably 
cautious. And jumpy, which the police 
regard as a good sign that their 
campaign to alert the public is taking 
hold. There have been more than 50 
bombing incidents, many of them 


involving letter bombs. 
By the second mail delivery on 
Thursday afternoon, more than 150 
office workers had dialed 999 to advise 
Scotland Yard about a suspicious 
looking envelope, usually about the 
size of a paperback book but some­ 
times more on the order of a box of 
chocolates, with a Paris or Dublin 
postmark. 


No new bombs were found. But all 
day long the white police Land Rovers, 
each manned by an army bomb 
disposal expert and a detective in­ 


spector, went blaring across the city 
almost unnoticed in the bright Sep­ 
tember sunshine. 
london is learning to live with the 
new menace by mail, facing the 
situation with customary British calm 
and unflappability. The outrage is 
there all right, like violence after a 
Saturday soccer match or a par­ 
ticularly disastrous train wreck. But 
nothing to lose one’s cool over, old 
chap. 
Shoppers in droves still inch their 
way along Oxford Street, even if they 
tend to tarry less over the bargain 


tables and avoid the upstairs tearooms 
in the big stores for fear of being 
trapped in an elevator. But it isn’t like 
Belfast, where you enter a shop 
through an army checkpoint behind 
sandbags and barbed wire and submit 
to a search. 
The Bank of England and the Stock 
Exchange had bomb blasts a while 
back. But the only panic observable 
among the men with the bowler hats 
hurrying through the narrow lanes of 
the financial district is over the state of 
the pound and the dollar. 
“Revaluation of the Dutch guilder 


was the biggest shock we’ve had 
around here,” grumbled a man 
disappearing through the big front 
door in the windowless facade of the 
Old I^ady of Threadneedle Street. 
Covent Garden opened its fall opera 
season this week requiring all patrons 
to deposit their briefcases and 
packages in 
the cloakroom. Sgt. 
Martin, the massive ex-guardsmen 
who defends the portals, had to listen 
to many a jibe against the “idiocy of 
anyone thinking an IRA man would sit 
through four hours of ‘Tannhauser’ 
with a bomb in his lap.”

“ Egg output also will gain but likely 
will not catch up until early 1974,” the 
board said in a preliminary report. 
“ Although strong consumer demand 
and high red meat prices will provide 
support, broiler prices likely will 
weaken as usual this fall. Egg prices 
will strengthen seasonally as the 
holiday season nears.” 
The report said egg production in the 
first eight months of 1973 was down 
five per cent from the same period last 
year. It said “ high feed prices caused 
poultry and egg producers to temper” 
expansion plans.

Agnew Gains 
Support 
For Stand 


WASHINGTON

Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew’s office says 
there has been “ overwhelming’’ public 
support for him following reports that 
he might resign 
because of in­ 
volvement in a federal investigation. 
An account of the response in the 
past two days was given amid signs 
that the inquiry into alleged political 
kickbacks was moving again on the 
strength of a decision by Atty. Gen. 
Elliot L. Richardson to submit data 
concerning Agnew to a grand jury. 
Agnew aides said that as of Thurs­

telegrams had been received urging 
Agnew not to quit, and nine others 
calling on him to do so. They said, hun­ 
dreds of phone calls had been received 
— all favorable to the vice president. 
J. Marsh Thomson, Agnew’s press 
secretary, called it “ a terribly im­ 
pressive and overwhelming public 
reaction.” 
The letters and phone calls were 
spurred by a newspaper report saying 
a senior Republican figure had 
predicted Agnew 
would 
resign, 
probably this week, because of the 
investigation. The vice president faces 
possible charges of extortion, bribery, 
tax fraud and conspiracy stemming 
from the time he was a county 
executive and governor of Maryland. 
Agnew, who 
has

any 
wrong-doing, refused to comment on 
the report but aides were emphatic in 
saying he would not resign and was 
determined to fight the case in court. 
With the grand jury resuming its 
secret deliberations in Baltimore, U.S.

Demo Leaders 
Study Reforms 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Democratic 
party leaders seek to head off a 
divisive fight today as the party’s 
reform commission meets to consider 
new guidelines for picking 1976 na­ 
tional convention delegates. 
National Chairman Robert S. 
Strauss set the tone Thursday when he 
warned the warring factions to 
compromise. 


Strauss said the American public is 
“ sick and tired of those on either side 
of the political spectrum who create ill 
will where there is none, exaggerate 
points of issue and controversy where 
there should be compromise, take 
cheap shots at the leaders and stan­ 
dardbearers of our party. . .and use 
reform as a tool to destroy individuals, 
destroy institutions and advance 
private goals and personal am­ 
bitions.” 


Strauss recommended the scrapping 
of the controversial “ quota” system, 
more assurance that elected officials 
are included in party affairs and limits 
on the application of proportional 
representation. 
All three actions already were ex­ 
pected, but Strauss’ added voice ap­ 
peared to be a notice to diehards on 
both sides of the ideological struggle 
that he expects them to join the 
compromise. 


The commission, headed by former 
Baltimore Councilwoman Barbara 
Mikulski, scheduled two days of dis­ 
cussions beginning today on rules- 
change proposals covered in six 
regional hearings over the summeg. 
Although no actual rulemaking was 
expected this weekend, Ms. Mikulski, 
as she prefers to be called, hoped to 
create a drafting committee to 
prepare proposals to be acted on at a 
commission meeting in October.

Ordinary people get the 
feeling that they by themselves can do 
nothing to help right the wrongs in the 
world, that they’re too puny to try. De 
Lisser himself once felt that way. But 
no more. 


“Since the beginning of recorded 
history, starting with Moses, God has 
used little people for big jobs,” says De 
Lisser, an aging but feisty, little man. 
“He even uses a lone, humble little guy 
like m e.” 


With that unassuming perspective, 
De lisser carries on his generally 
ignored but determined efforts for 
world goodness-through-prayer. 
He 
works out of his small office in Free­ 


port, N.Y. Despite his lack of any 
special status, he aims high, including 
overtures to top national leaders. 
De Lisser, 72, once a wealthy 
automobile dealer whose reverses 
jolted him into seeking other values, 
now devotes himself full time to urging 
his 10-point plan for a “moral and 
spiritual awakening and for a new na­ 
tion under God." 
A fine cause, many people would 
agree, but few see much they could do 
about it individually. De Lisser says 
they’re simply immobilized by a sense 
of helplessness in an overwhelming 
environment. Yet some, like him, try 
anyhow. 
Usually unnoticed and unheard, they 
keep at it, untitled, unrecognized little 
people, writing to public officials. 


visting newspapers, convinced that 
their ideas hold the might of truth that 
finally will win, whatever the odds, 
however small their own influence. 
“It’s time for the little people of the 


world to get into action and unite in 
prayer,” De Lisser says. “If we in­ 
dividuals change and stand up for 
principle, we can change the world.”

not to pay. 
Even so, the computation of

of the individual taxpayer and 
most of them try to do an 
honest job in paying what is 
due. 
More Horses 


Ten years ago, the horse 
population of the United States 
seemed headed toward zero, 
but the horse population of the 


early ‘60s has doubled. This is 
an interesting statistic. Just 
when it seemed the internal 
combustion engine was about 


to irrevocably asphyxiate the 
dobbin population, horses begin 
to 
multiply 
like—well,

rabbits.

Equal Rights Clause 


Law school professors with any 
sense of logic must be having the devil 
of a time these days explaining the 
meaning of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment to their students. This amend­ 
ment, which more or less overrides the 
Tenth (or States’ Hights) Amendment, 
says that no person shall be denied 
equal protection of the laws. This, on 
its face, would seem to outlaw rigid 
quota systems for school enrollment or 
jobs in the public domain A quota 
based on race or sex is automatically 
exclusionary: the better qualified man 
or woman may lose out if the quota is 
mandatory. 
At times our 
judges 
are 
un­ 
derstandingly finicky when ap­ 
proaching the matter. There is the 
decision in the case of Thomas Button, 
a 21-year-old patrolman of Albion, 
N.Y., who was denied an appointment 
as State Trooper even though he had 
made higher marks on an examination 
than four women who were selected for 
Trooper jobs. 
Squirming a bit, Supreme Court 
Justice Harold Hughes of Altamont, 
N.Y., ruled that the choice of the four 
women over Mr. Button was justified 
inasmuch as sexual status may be 
related to "bona fide occupational 
qualifications." For example, women 
might be needed on a police force 
because of special adaptability to 
undercover work leading to the arrest 
of purse snatchers or to the breaking of 
unlawful abortion cases. 
By raising the point of special 
qualification Judge Hughes found a 
convenient way of bypassing the 
question of quotas as applied to sex. 
His argument might just as well be 
used to validate the choice of skinny 
people over fat people as elevator 
operators on the ground that obesity 
can put an overload on an elevator 
cable. 
The recent decision of Judge 
Weinfeld of the U.S. District Court on 
August would seem to be proquota

without convenient "outs." For it was 
followed by the issue of a memoran­ 
dum by Harry Bronstein, New York 
City Personnel Director, reminding 
applicants for probationary fire- 
department jobs that appointments 
mav be made only on the basis of 
“Three non-minority eligibles to one 
minority eligible." Mr. Bronstein 
pointed out that "m inorities are 
defined in the court order as those 
persons who are either Blacks or 
Hispanic." Meaning, of course, that 
one out of every four jobs must go to 
either a black or to somebody with 
"ethnicity" ties to Puerto Rico or "any 
other Spanish-speaking, Caribbean or 
I^itin American country or territory." 
According to the court order, 
documentary proof of ethnicity “as 
indicated" must be presented "during 
the course of. . .normal investigation 
for character, merit and fitness." This 
in spite of the fact that the Fourteenth 
Amendment says nothing about of­ 
fering special exemptions to any single 
ethnic group. 
We have come to a strange pass when 
cosmopolitan New York, which used to 
boast that it was the home of more 
Irishmen than live in Dublin, more 
Italians than live in Naples, and more 
Jews than live in Israel (remember the 
Rheingold beer ads?), is forced to 
discriminate against its older ethnic 
minorities. This is not America as we 
have known it. No wonder the Italians 
and the Irish are deserting their old 
political affiliations. 
The justification for hiring black 
firemen to work in Harlem and the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant area of Brooklyn, 
or Puerto Ricans to serve in Spanish­ 
speaking districts in upper Manthattan 
or the Bronx, might be established by 
resort 
to 
the 
argument 
that 
"ethnicity" offers a special key to 
cooperation with the people living in 
special neighborhoods. Even so, it is 
hard to see that an Irishman, an 
Italian or a Jew would lack "bona fide 


occupational qualifications" to put out 
fires wherever they may break out. 
There is no special ethnic way of 
squirting water. 
Some foundation or univeristy ought 
to run a seminar on the meaning of the 
equal rights clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment and the various State 
laws that extend the Fourteenth to 
local communities. Quotas are hardly 
compatible with ability tests, and to 
deny a job to a better man because of 
his skin color or linguistic background 
is, no matter what the benevolent 
intention, a 
perversion 
of the 
democratic spirit. If examination 
results can be arbitrarily set aside by a 
judge’s order, courts themselves can 
no longer be called protectors of the 
individual. 
They Relish 
The Relics 


VIENNA (AP) — Archeologistshere 
are currently replacing the workmen 
digging Vienna’s first subway tunnel 
because of the many fascinating relics 
that have been found in the excavation, 
which is to pass under the Karnt- 
nerstraase, Vienna’s most elegant 
shopping street, and near St. Stephen’s 
Cathedral. 
Among the discoveries are the 
remains of a chapel dedicated to Marie 
Magdalena, that once stood in the 
cemetery that formerly surrounded St. 
Stephen’s. Also unearthed were parts 
of a 13th-century Romanesque crypt 
and remnants of a Gothic vault. The 
latest find was a tombstone from the 
Roman period, when Vienna was 
called Vindobona, and was only a 
fortified camp for the Roman legions. 
Some of the historic treasures will be 
installed in Vienna’s museums. The 
building fragments which cannot be 
moved will be integrated into the 
design of the underground railway 
stations.

Time alone may do it, but time and 
speech therapist are a recommended 
combination. 


Our son is 15 and embarrassed 
because his voice is still high-pitched. 
Can anything be done to give him a 
more masculine voice? 
Mr. J. B., Okla. 


Dear Mr. B.: 
Not all boys change from the pre­ 
adolescent to the adult voice at the 
same age. 
It can be embarrassing, especially 
because so many classmates and so­ 
called “friends" may use this as a 
needling advice. 
The first thing is to have his vocal 
cords examined for any possible 
anatomical probelm. I doubt very 
much that such a thing exists, but it 
can easily be ruled out by a simple 
m irror laryngoscopy, and done 
painlessly in the office of the doctor or 
the ear, nose and throat specialist. 
If the anatomical configuration of 
the larynx is judged normal, as it 
probably is, than speech therapy 
would be extremely beneficial. 
Speech therapists are excellently 
trained, knowledgeable people about 
all defects in speech. And a per­ 
s iste n t high-pitched voice must be 
considered as a speech defect. The 
results of such speech education are 
extremely gratifying, and can lower 
the register in many instances in a 
very short time. 
An additional advantage, of course, 
is the fact that your son will be buoyed 
up by the fact that something is being 
done about his problem. 
Too often, the temptation is to wait 
an inordinate length of time before

Dear Mr. G.: 
Don’t let them get you down. You 
have only to look at the photographs of 
some of the most distinguished men in 
history to see that they must have been 
doing a lot of traveling?

Sometimes there 
are collections of fatty tissue that 
bulge outward and cause protrusions 
under the lower lid. 
The removal of baggy eyes is one of 
the simplest and most gratifying 
operations done by plastic surgeons. 
Both the upper and the lower lids can 
be cosmetically improved without any 
interference with eyelid function or 
vision. 
The operation, done under local or 
general anesthesia, is not associated, 
however, with disappointment if the 
people undergoing such an operation 
expect 
total 
and 
complete 
rejuvenation, and the return of a young 
adult appearance.

NEW YORK (AP) - An executive 
who pleaded guilty to conspiracy in a 
stock fraud case which the govern­ 
ment said brought him $10 million and 
cheated investors out of $200 million 
has been sentenced to a year in jail. 
There was no fine. 
Simultaneously, the job of restoring 
confidence in the nation’s securities 
system, which was devasted by 
ineptness, greed, fraud, white collar 
crime of various sorts, and outdated 
techniques, has been made the harder. 
Four Seasons Nursing Centers of 
America, the company whose shares 
were involved, epitomizes the at­ 
mosphere of excess and laxity that 
characterized trading in the 1960s. Big 
story, 
lots of 
promises, 
loose 
regulation. 
It also exemplified the hopes of 
many thousands of stockholders who 
had been lulled into the belief that the 
millenium had arrived and that 
henceforth no American with ambition 
and a friendly broker need ever be 
poor. 
The poor are poor again, and a lot 
wiser. They left the market, and now 
the brokers are poor and the mutual 
funds are smothered under a burden of 
redemptions. And there is enough 
cynicism about markets to keep it that 
way for years. 
It is because of these excesses of the 
1960s, and the resulting depression of 
the industry in the 1970s, that: 
—The Securities and Exchange 
Commission has been trying to 
restructure the markets to eliminate 
ancient privileges, to give the in­ 
dividual investor the same access to 
stocks and information as the huge 
institutions have. 
—The Justice Department has been 
studying the monopolistic methods of 
the market place and bringing charges 
against brokers who violated the terms 
and conditions under which stocks can 
be sold. 
—Accountants have been reviewing 
their standards and attempting to 
clarify the reports they issue to 
stockholders. 
—The SEC and the industry have 
been raising existing requirements 
and merging the weakest brokerage 
houses into larger firms, or liquidating 
those which cannot be saved. 
Four Seasons was one of the big 
glamur stocks of the 1960s. Under the 


leadership of Jack L. Clark, the nur­ 
sing home company became the most 
highly publicized stock on the Ameri­ 
can Stock Exchange. 
Uncritical brokers easily talked 
customers into purchases because of 
the prevailing mood that you couldn’t 
lose. In 1968 the bigger fool theory was 
popular; there would always be a 
sucker on whom you could unload. 
Four Seasons was formed in 1963 and 
its stock exploded upward after the 
company went public in 1968. It made 
its debut as a new issue at $11 a share 
and within months was up to $100 a 
share. It was a concept stock, a stock 
with a story. 
The story was that Americans, living 
in small houses and apartments, could 
not 
accommodate 
the 
elders. 
Professional nursing homes were the 
answer, especially since rising Social 
Security 
checks 
made 
them 
economically feasible. 
You thought big in the 1960s because 
you had seen it pay off. Fast food 
franchises demonstrated that what 
looked like a local operation could be 
nationally accepted. And look what the 
motel promoters had done? 
Big volume, standardized products 
and professional management could 
work wonders. Everyone could see 
that. That was the mood. 
Four Seasons had big ideas, but 
according to the government, it didn’t 
have the finances to keep abreast of its 
own vision. It claimed the company 
inflated its earnings, exaggerated its 
growth and used false information to 
get loans. 
It went bankrupt in 1970. Clark 
admitted last June to one of the counts 
of conspiracy to violate the securities 
laws. He could have received up to five 
years in jail and a $10,000 fine. He’ll be 
eligible for parole in four months. 
Meanwhile, the securities industry 
pleads for business.

Oil spin 
Fines Held 
In Abeyance 


OWENSBORO, Ky. (AP) — AJ500 
fine against Ashland Oil and Tran­ 
sportation Co9 for failure to notify a 
governmental agency immedicately of 
an oil spill has been held in abeyance 
pending appeal to the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
U.S. District Judge James *. Gordon 
levied the fine here Thursday. 
Ashland Oil and Transportation was 
one of two subsidiaries of Ashland Oil* 
Inc., which were charged with failure 
to notify the appropriate governmental 
agency concerning oil spills. The other 
was Owensboro Ashland Oil Co. 
Gordon approved a government 
motion to shelve action against 
Owensboro Ashland Oil, pending the 
outcome of the appeal by Ashland Oil 
and Transportation. 
The charge against Ashland Oil and 
Transportation held that about 3,200 
gallons of crude oil was spilled into 
Little Cypress Creek from a pipeline in 
Muhlenberg County owned by the 
company. 
The charge against Owensboro 
Ashland Oil contended that about 4,200 
gallons of crude oil was discharged 
into Panther Creek from a pipeline in 
Daviess County owned by Owensboro 
Ashland Oil.

In other action, the court let stand a 
State Welcome 
To Set Priorities 


For Heating Oil 


CMCVELAND. Ohio (AP)— The 
state is welcome to set its own 
priorities for fuel oil allocations from 
Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) this winter, a 
company spokesman says after 
meeting with state officials. 
The spokesman, Sohio President 
Alton W. Whitehouse, added that he not 
only didn’t object to the idea, “but we 
are pleased to see the state govern­ 
ment recognizes that priorities must 
be established because of the fuel 
shortage.” 
Sohio recently told the state that this 
winter’s supplies would be no more 
than the state used last year. The state 
had estimated the need would be more 
than twice the nearly 5.5 million 
gallons of fuel oil it used last winter. 
A state spokesman said some 
planned conversions from coal to fuel 
oil would be held up and that some 
heating plants already switched over 
would be reconverted to coal.

The appellate court ruled 
that 
Duncan did not “knowingly" waive his 
right to refuse to make a statement 
when police questioned him 
In other action, the Supreme C’ourt 
refused to disturb an appellate court 
decision that relieved Richard Knipp 
of Akron of a $7,000 trial court award 
resulting from a traffic accident. 
Knipp, who admitted liability but 
asked for a jury to fix damages, was 
sued by Rebecca Johnson of Akron. 
She was injured when Knipp’s car 
crashed into her stopped vehicle on 
East Ave. in Akron Oct. 28, 1968, 
Counsel for Knipp appealed after 
Knipp was cross examined at the trial 
as to w hether he was intoxicated at the 
time of the accident. 
Hie appeals court said in reversing 
the trial court that he could have been 
legally cross examined only after 
giving testimony that conflicted with 
testimony given by the plaintiff. 
In another action, the Supreme 
Court accepted for review the reversal 
of a $55,000 damage award won by 


Merle Snow of Mount Vernon. 
Snow was injured when his car 
struck and killed a pony on a Knox 
County road south of Mount Vernon 
April 9,1969. The accident happened in 
3 a.m. darkness. 
Producers livestock 
Association, 
owner of the animal, was sued after 
testimony indicated it strayed from 
the premises through a gate which had 
been left open. 
In reversing the lower court award, 
the appeals court cited “prejudicial 
errors." 


In another case upholding the 
shoplifting conviction of Barbara 
Lunch of Massillon, the court ruled, in 
effect, that trial courts have a right to 
impose heavier sentences on persons 
found guilty than on those who plead 
guilty.

Rain was in Ohio’s weather picture 
today, expected to come ahead of a low 
pressure system, first into western 
areas of the state by afternoon and 
spreading over the state Friday night. 
A nearly stationary front extended 
Friday morning from Virginia and 
Tennessee to a low center in eastern 
Colorado. The warm front will push 
northeastward across Ohio Saturday 
with the low moving across the nor­ 
thern Great I^ikes, bringing showers 
or thunderstorms to the southern and 
central counties, and a warming trend. 
Afternoon temperatures are expected 
to climb into the 70s on Saturday with a 
chance of the low 80s in the south.

ROME (AP) — With world wheat 
stocks at their lowest levels in 20 
years, representatives of five major 
wheat exporting nations met in Rome 
today to consider m easures to 
safeguard the world’s daily bread. 
Experts from Argentina, Australia. 
Canada, France and the United States 
were called together for urgent con­ 
sultations 
by 
Addeke 
Boerma, 
director-general of the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization. Boerma in 
calling the meeting three weeks ago 
said he was seriously alarmed by a 
deficit of 9 million tons between 
demand and supply which the In­ 
ternational Wheat Council in london 
predicted for the 1973-74 season. The 
council on the eve of the conference 
reduced the predicted deficit to 3 
million to 6 million tons. 
U.S. sources said the U.S. govern­ 
ment does not consider the wheat 
situation as critical as FAO does, and 
the United States, Canada and 
Australia tried to have the meeting 
postponed.

Gas Price

CI.EVKI.ANl), Ohio (A P)- The 
Standard Oil Co. (Ohio! boosted 
gasoline prices one cent per gallon 
today, 
A company official said Sohio 
recognizes that some independent 
dealers will be hurt by a wholesale 
price increase which accompanied the 
boost in prices at company-owned sta­ 
tions. 
The new retail prices announced for 
company-owned stations is 38.9 cents 
per gallon for regular and 42.9 cents 
for premium. 
Wholesale prices to dealers were 
increased one cent per gallon, but the 
new prices were not disclosed. 
Standard said the new retail prices 
will apply also to Boron Oil Co. stations 
in West Virginia, western Penn­ 
sylvania, northern Kentucky, lower 
Michigan and Indiana. 
Robert G. Griffin. Sohio vice 
president for marketing, said Sohio 
recognized that dealers "who have not 
raised their pump prices will be 
penalized by the Cost of 
living 
Council’s current ruling that price in­ 
creases cannot be passed through to 
their customers ” 
Griffin said a recent survey in­ 
dicates that many dealers in the 
Cleveland, Akron, Cincinnati and 
Toledo areas were posting pump 
prices already of 30.9 cents per gallon 
or more, ‘‘giving them sufficient mar­ 
gins to be able to absorb the one cent 
wholesale price increase.” 
Griffin said Sohio supports “ the 
reported intent of the Cost of living 
Council” to let dealers raise their 
prices to reflect higher wholesale 
costs.

IAP) - 
Prime Minister Zulfikar All Bhutto of 
Pakistan has barred Bangladesh from 
membership in the United Nations 
until all Pakistani prisoners of war are 
returned home. 
Bhutto told the General Assembly 
Thursday afternoon his government 
would withdraw its opposition to the

He specified that those returned 
must include the 195 POWs that

China, Pakistan’s chief Asian ally, 
vetoed Bangladesh’s application for U. 
N. 
m em bership last

and 
presumably will continue to block it as 
long as Pakistan wants that done. 
Indian Foreign Minister Swaran 


Smgh, after hearing Bhutto’s speech, 
termed it "a crude attempt to nibble at 
the agreem ent” India and Pakistan 
signed Aug. 28 for the exchange of 
more than 300,000 people displaced by 
the war. But Singh expressed con­ 
fidence that Pakistan would abide by 
the agreem ent “because it is not in 
Pakistan’s interest ... to adopt any 
other course.” 
The agreement provided for the 
return of all the 90,000 Pakistan POWs 
from India except the 195. It specified 
that they would remain in

"I’ve only seen them once and, no, I 
can’t tell them apart,” said Edna 
Stanek, 34, in her first meeting with the 
news media. 


"They’re not too individual right 
now,” she said Thursday. "They’re 
very tiny. There are tubes and wires 
connected to them that are helping 
them along.” 
"John’s pretty lively,’ she said. 
Ix)oking tired but relaxed, Mrs. 
Stanek said, "I feel a lot better today 
because the news (about the children’s 
health) has been so much more 
promising than it has been.” 


John and Jeffrey were in good 
condition Thursday night. 
Steven, 
Nathan and Catherine were 
in 
satisfactory condition and using 
respirators to help them breathe, 
according to Dr. James Strain, a 
pediatrician at Colorado G eneral 
Hospital.

the end of the mission. 
Data from the eight test subjects will 
be compared to data from the four 
women who were allowed to walk. 
Ms. said in a recent issue th at NASA 
had rejected several qualified women 
as potential astronauts, including 
famed Oklahoma aviator Jerrie Cobb, 
who had more flight time than m any of 
the men eventually selected for moon 
missions.
